Insinuating that many. If not all. of the supporters of Senator Spooner were 


* Influenced to vote for him by some form of bribery; 1 was put in the atti- 


tude of furnishing the Information to which the.supposed charge or Insinua- 
tion was based.

It Is not my purpose to discuss whether or not the interpretation mated 


can fairly be given to what was said by Mr. Steltcns, but I will say as 
strongly as I know that in any Information I gave to him In any way It was 
not my Intention to state or to Insinuate that any member of the legislature 
was brought to the support of Senator Spooner by any species of bribery; 
nnd that nothing was said by me to Mr. Steffens or In his presence which, 
fairly understood, would Justify an Insinuation that any member of that 
legislature.v.'us bribed to vote for anybody.

ern state*. The San Francisco coun- 
cil claims In Us letter of request that 
tho California Promotion committee, 
actively backed by the transportation 
companies, has for a number of-years 
boon persuading large 
numbers 
of 


people to sell their present holdings 
elsewhere and to go to California. 
Tho unionists say that the committee 
has made glowing promises of what 
can ho done with but little labor, but 
that those promises never material- 
ize, and as a result labor on tho coast 
in many occupations Is Intermittent, 
uncertain and over-crowded and that 
competition with tho Mongolian and 
Japanese cheap labor 
IB impossible 


In tho unskilled trades . San Francis- 
co IH one of tho strongest and host 
organized union cftles In the United 
States and has for Its mayor a lab- 
oring man. Tho request to tho local 
unions states that tho circulars and 
advertisements telling of the pros- 
porous conditions of California arc a 
part of a giant conspiracy on th'c 
part of tho Citizens' Alliance and oth- 
er employers' organizations, antagon- 
istic to organized labor, to flood the 
coast with idle men and then nttnck 
and, If possible, disrupt the trades' 
unions. 
Tho request further states 


that work and opportunity for em- 
ployment has gradually become more
